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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10,13,14, and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kasei for the same reasons as urged in the action of 8-12-02 in view 
of Chen. The primary reference fails in anticipation of these claims in that it does not 
disclose a hot melt polymer . The Chen reference discloses the combination of a hot 
melt polymer with magnetic material. It is the examiner's opinion that it would have 
been obvious for one having ordinary skill in this art at the time of the invention to 
substitute the polymer of the secondary reference for the polymer of the primary 
reference since the primary reference is not limited to a particular polymer and the 
secondary reference discloses the combination of a magnetic material and a hot melt 
polymer and especially since applicant's claims are not limited to applying the hot melt 
polymer in the melted phase and the claim is open to include the application of the 
polymer from a solvent. 

Claims 15,19 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kasei in view of Chen for the same reasons as urged above. 

Claims 20-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kasei in view of Chen for the same reasons as urged above. 
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Claims 12 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kasei in view of Chen for the same reasons as urged in the above paragraph. 

Newly submitted claims 29-34 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The invention 
examined and the invention of claims 29-34 are unrelated since they have different 
modes of operation, have different functions and have different effects. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 29-34 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claims 10,12-15,18-22,25 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. No where in the four corners of this application can the term "non- 
permanently magnetized" be found. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12-2-02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues in the 4 th full paragraph on page 6 of his remarks that 
Chen does not supply the motivation to use a hot melt adhesive. The examiner does 
not agree. For the reasons, see the above paragraphs. Applicant further argues that 
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Kasei uses a solvent system. As pointed out above applicants claims encompass using 
the hot melt adhesives in a solvent application. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references can not be combined, the 
test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the 
test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, see the above 
paragraphs. 

In response to applicant's argument that Chen is nonanalogous art, it has been 
held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. 
See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the 
references are both in the coating art. 
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In response to applicant's argument that Chen combines the magnetic particles 
for a different reason, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which 
would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for 
patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 
227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
